L ifting away from true democratic 
government. 
We have put govern­ 
m ent into business. W e have all but 
destroyed the rights of the states. 
We have gone a long w-ay toward the 
ruinous theory* th at governm ent owes 
everyone a living. We have destroy­ 
ed local independence, local pride, 
local se lf-sufficiency. We have be­ 
come a nation of beggars, feeding at 
the public trough. 
This has cost us tens of billions in 
taxes and increased Federal debt. 
Yet, serious as th a t problem is, it is 
the 
least im portant phase 
of 
the 
trend. Vitally im portant has been the 
change for the worse in the A m eri­ 
can character— the loss of those tra ­
